The guests in the part where the fire 
started lost their baggage and many 
of them lost all their clothes.

W ashington. March 30.—At the cab­

The 
subject 
was considered in all its phases, but 
no definite conclusions were reached 
either with regard to General I* un­ 
sto p s reward or to the punishm ent of 
Aguinaldo. 
The president and all members et 
the cabinet are in favor of the m ost 
liberal and substantial recognition of 
the services perfomed 
by 
General 
Funston. 
There was souk* discussion 
of the question of making hjm a brig 
adicr general in the regular army, 
but it was thought that full reports 
should be awaited before action was 
taken. 
T he m atter probably will be 
allowed to rest where It is for ih«' 
present. 
General Funston is holding 
a volunteer com m ission as brigadier 
general, which will not expire' until 
June 30 of this year, so that so far as 
the honor and em olum ents are con­ 
cerned. his standing would not be pre­ 
judiced by the delay. 


Aguinaldo^ Fate Not Decided. 


^ 'The disposition

•“Aguinaldo is a m atter that could not 
bo disposed of definitely. 
W hatever 
:action is taken in regard to him will 
'originate with the army officials in 
the Philippines and be passed upon 
finally here. 
There is no inclination 
to deal harshly with the man who has 
led the insurrection against the forces 
of this country. 
Som e of the cabinet 
officers think it possible he may be 
•used with good effect by the authori­ 
t ie s of the Philippine com m ission in 
the establishm ent of civil governm ent. 
"■General 
Mac A rthurs 
dispatch su g­ 
gesting that Aguinaldo m ight issu e an 
address advising the insurgents to ac 
•rcpt the situation was po,luted to us 
indicating posibislities along this line. 
'On the other hand Aguinaldo^ record 
has not been such as to win for him 
great confidence in his constancy, and 
if his influence can not be utilized 
safely, he undoubtedly will be sent to 
Home plate where he can fom ent no 
further 
trouble. 
Guam 
was 
m en­ 
tioned as a possible place for his de­ 
tention. 
Tho president and his cabinet be­ 
lieve that the capture of Aguinaldo 
wMll mean much in the crushing of the 
insurrection. 
Indeed they 
are 
in­ 
clined to believe now that it m eans 
the utter collapse of the opposition to 
the authority of the United States. 
The view of the majority of the 
cabinet was that the tim e is not yet 
ripe to decide what course should be 
pursued in the disposition of Aguin­ 
aldo. 
It is felt that som e little tim e 
should 
elapse4 to permit an oppor­ 
tunity to deliberate 
carefully 
over 
what course would prove the w isest 
whether he can be of any service to 
the United States governm ent by re­ 
m aining at Manila and exerting his 
Influence In the direction of peace, 
whether It would be dangerous to per­ 
mit him to remain so close to the field 
of

activity, 
or 
whether even It would be best to send 
him among the other Insurgent pris­ 
oners on the island of Guam.

is no disposition* to deal otherw ise 
than lenient with him, but there art* 
various questions that will have to he 
considered in the case, as for in

It can 
not be too em phatically stated that 
the adm inistration will avoid giving 
the raptured leader and basis for pos­ 
ing as a murtyr.
